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DEFINITIONS 

Covered  Employer 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria:   ..  .   , 

-  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a 
'         calendar  year  :      •,, 

-  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered 
business  or         .  '  ;    >   ., 

-  be  subject  to  FUTA  ^^  i 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer 
must  pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more  in  a  calendar 
quarter  or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  20  different  weeks 
in  a  calendar  year  to  be  covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or 
more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered  employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has 
another  business  which  is  covered,  its  agricultural  or 
domestic  employees  must  also  be  reported,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  wages  paid  or  number  of  employees . 

Covered  Employment  ■• 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages 
or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 


Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

-  individuals  in  the  employ  of  son,  daughter,  or  spouse 

-  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership  of 
parents) 

-  real  estate,  insurance  and  securities  salespeople 

paid  solely  by  commission  and  without  guaranteed  earnings 

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for  credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing  newspapers 
or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and  business 
establishments 

-  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working  in  a 
rehabilitation  facility 

Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC) 

Each  business  is  assigned  a  (SIC)  code  that  describes  the 
business  based  upon  its  nature-of -business  in  accordance 
with  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  1972 
edition. 

Employment 

Annual  average  employment  is  the  average  number  of  monthly 
workers  covered  under  the  Montana  unemployment  insurance 
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laws  who  earned  wages  from  a  reporting  unit  during  the  pay 
period  that  includes  the  12th  day  of  the  month. 

Disclosure  Restrictions    u  ;; 

Publication  of  employment  and  wage  data  is  withheld  for  any 
industry  level  which  consists  of  fewer  than  three  reporting 
units  or  in  which  a  single  establishment  accounts  for  80 
percent  or  more  of  the  industry's  employment. 

Civilian  Labor  Force 

The  number  of  persons  16  years  and  older,  defined  as 
employed  or  unemployed,  excluding  members  of  the  armed 
forces. 

Employed 

Those  persons  who  work  for  pay  or  profit  during  a  week  or, 
as  unpaid  family  workers,  work  15  hours  or  more  during  a 
week.   Also  included  as  employed  are  those  who,  although  not 
working,  had  some  job  attachment  and  were  not  looking  for 
work.   This  includes  persons  temporarily  absent  from  a  job 
due  to  illness,  bad  weather,  vacation  or  labor  dispute, 
whether  or  not  they  were  in  pay  status  during  their  time 
off. 

Unemployed 

Those  persons  who,  for  an  entire  week,  did  not  work  at  all, 
but  were  able  to  work  and  available  for  work,  and  (1)  were 
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looking  for  work  or  ( 2 )  would  have  looked  for  work  except 
that  (a)  they  were  waiting  to  return  to  a  job  from  which 
they  had  been  laid  off,  or  (b)  they  were  waiting  to  report 
to  a  new  wage  and  salary  job  scheduled  to  start  within  the 
following  30  days  (and  were  not  in  school  during  the  week), 

Unemployment  Rate 

The  number  of  unemployed  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
civilian  labor  force. 
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SILVER  BOW  COUNTY 

The  total  employment  in  Silver  Bow  County  decreased  approximately 
15%  in  the  years  between  1980  and  1987  due  in  large  part  to 
reductions  in  mining,  retail  trade  and  government  employment. 
However,  the  total  employment  in  1987  was  2%  higher  than  in  1986. 

Mining  had  the  greatest  nvunber  of  covered  employment  in  Silver 
Bow  County  in  1975.   The  mining  industry  was  23.6%  of  the  total 
employment  in  the  county  at  that  time.   In  1987,  however,  mining 
was  only  3.9%  of  the  total  county  employment.   The  services 
industry  showed  continued  growth  in  employment  over  the  1975-1987 
time  period.   Services  employment  in  Silver  Bow  County  grew  from 
19.2%  of  the  total  employment  in  1975  to  30.9%  in  1987. 

The  transportation,  communications  and  public  utilities  industry 
was  the  most  lucrative  for  workers,  with  average  annual  wages  in 
1987  of  $28,466  per  worker.   Although  the  services  industry  was 
the  largest  employer,  its  wages  were  listed  ninth  among  groups 
ranked  by  average  annual  wages.  The  average  annual  wages  for  all 
industries  were  1%  higher  than  in  1986.   All  industries  except 
mining  and  construction  showed  an  increase  in  average  annual 
wages  paid  to  workers. 

The  unemployment  rate  in  the  county  in  1987  was  the  lowest  of  the 
three  year  period  1985-1987.   The  number  of  unemployment 
insurance  benefit  payments  in  1987  decreased  13.4%  and  the  amount 


of  unemployment  insurance  dollars  paid  decreased  13.2%  from  the 
previous  year.   The  number  of  unemployed  workers  in  Silver  Bow 
County  in  1986  was  1,440  while  in  1987  the  number  decreased  to 
1,323. 

New  businesses  and  changes  of  ownership  increased  significantly 
in  Silver  Bow  County  in  1987.   137  new  businesses  and  changes  of 
ownership  were  reported,  an  increase  of  24  over  the  previous 
year.   There  were  48  total  new  businesses  or  changes  in  the 
services  industry  and  46  within  the  trade  industries.   The  third 
quarter  of  1987  was  the  most  active  for  the  reporting  of 
new  and  changing  businesses. 

Population  in  Silver  Bow  County  in  1980  accounted  for  4.8%  of  the 
total  population  in  Montana.   Approximately  60%  of  the  total 
Silver  Bow  County  population  was  under  the  age  of  40  years. 
Females  were  49%  of  this  age  grouping.

The  population  in  Silver  Bow  County  in  the  1980  census  was 
38,092.   This  count  reflected  a  decline  of  approximately  3  3%  over 
the  50  year  period  1930  -  1980.   The  population  in  the  county  was 
estimated  to  decline  4,000  further  by  1986. 

Females  outnumber  males  by  876  in  Silver  Bow  County  according  to 
the  1980  census.   Females  outnumbered  males  by  814  in  the  70  and 
over  age  group  while  males  outnumbered  females  by  269  in  the  10  - 
19  age  group.   All  other  age  groups  were  fairly  evenly 
distributed  between  males  and  females.
